Tradition shapes scope of women's work

Most little girls grow up lo be mothers. 

Although most llltle teys grow up lo Ik.' 
fathers, the paternal role in adulthood does not 
influence iKiys' training and activities to the 
extent that prospective maternity does for girls 
and women. 

Girls are told that marriage and motherhood 
art 1 their natural career objectives, while 
paternity and family life tor teys Is secondary lo 
their occupational goals. 

The admission ot women to the later market 
— and their continued presence there depends 
upon women's more Important rule ot wife and 
mother. The occupational fields considered 
most suitable are related to those rotes uf 
mother and helpmeet - secretarial and clerical 
positions: health, fond services and private 
household work; elementary education; 
research and administrative assistant sh I ps. 

The work of women is supplementary lo men's 
more productive labor. 

Just as the scope of women's work is sharply 
clrcumscrllied by her traditional responsibility 
fur the care of the home and children, men are 
also automatically type-cast for their life role of 
. primary' wage-earners active In public affairs. 

Their orientation is less narrow, hut no less set 
by tradition than women's. 

Bui men are responsible for wide-scale 
commodity production In the open market, 
white women are responsible for small-scale, 
private commodity production in the privacy of 
their homes, 

Women are non-wage earners In (lie private 
sector, and the tacit understanding is (hat 
although women do work, their labor Is sup- 
J plcmcntary lo the more visible efforts of their 
supervisors and bosses. 

It is also worth less money, 

The same relationship is Inherent in an 
association of marriage. 

In this economic and social partnership, both 
parties contract lo perform .services for and lo • 
grant rlglllsloihenther. 

The partnership Is a business in that It . 
engages In the purchase and sale of com- 
modiliesand labor. 11 is an Industrial enterprise r , 
.in that it produces commodities: (or con- 



sumption, significantly involving Imlh labor and 
capital. 

The husband receives wages fur his services 
in the public business world, and the wife's 
wages in exchange for her services to the 
partnership are supplied by Ihc husband. 

Women's work and wives' wages are real, but 
since ihe exchange Is private, arc less visible 
than the public products for consumption by Ihe 
general population which arc produced by men. 

The notion uf market ior exchange) value In 
business and Industry' Is not carried over lo the 
idea of household labor. 

The labor of- wives, although necessary and 
lime consuming, is simply not exchaugcablL:.on 
the open market. . 

It has no monetary value — until someone else 
must he paid to perform it. 

This line, of thinking is made clear by our 
current tax structure. Any income earned by the 
wife.' including that paid by the husband, Is 
taxable. 

The same principle is applied In the payment 
of alimony. The money given to a former wife 
for her maintenance and support Is In 
recognition of her household labor, and Is part of 
the wife's wages, or taxable.- income. Child 
support payments, on the other hand, .arc 
deduct iltle by Ihc father. 

Women produce, hut when speaking of 
housework and - family responsibilities, Ihe 
products of their labor are normally (or the 
Immedlalc and privale consumption ot a small, 
self-contained hnmc mill. 

Margarel Ilunslon. author of articles treating 
the modern economy end ihc role of women, 
points out. ". . .household labor. . constitutes a 
huge amount of socially necessary production. 
Nevertheless, la a society based on commodity 
production, it Is nnl usually considered even as 
"real work" singe il Is outside of Irade and the 
marketplace. . .In a society In which money 
determines v;ihic, women are a group who work 
outside Ihe- money economy." 

"Their work is not worth money. Is therefore 
valueless. Is therefore not even real work. Anil 
women llu-msi'lves. wlin do this valueless work, 
can hardly lie expected to toe worth as much as 
men. who work for money."

overriding economic function. The system is 
enormously lime consuming, considering the 
duplication and repetition of menial tasks 
repeated again and again throughout the year, 
throughout Ihc community — and the unpaid 
labor produced by women Is staggering. 

The wife's responsibility is to create the 
proper environment for a family center, lo 
manage the home and to care for the children. 
Her family concerns come before other outside 
activities, and often even external economic 
activities are organized as much as possible 
around her home and child-raising duties. 

The family, as a nuclear unit, is'a valuable 
stabilizing force In the capitalist society. The 
husband's labor produces wages with which he 
in part pays his wife for her labor in the home. 

Since the husband's wages support the wire 
and children, his Job mobility is curtailed, and 
his continued presence in the later market Is 
assured. 

Heavy social pressure encourages the 
husband to prove his ability as successful 
breadwinner and wage-earner. 

The wife raises Ihe children. Social pressure 
In her case Is toward efficient, low-cost home 
management. If she works, her Income is a 
secondary resource for the family partnership. 

However, since the wife' "docs not enjoy equal 
public earning power or productivity, she Is 
quick to defend the status quo. Hare is the 
family who cou|d survive on her earnings alone. 
As the saying goes, most women are only one 
man away from welfare. 

As the family manager, the wife Is In charge, 
of day-to-day partnership purchases. The family 
is an Ideal consumer's unit, and although every 
Individual is properly a consumer, the wife, as 
manager. Is Ideally situated both as subject for 
heavy advertising campaigns and as purchaser 
for consumable goods destined for her own or 
her family's use. Her concerns are Johnny's 
dlrt frec trousers and her. daughter's ktssfng- 
clean breath. 

Housework is a responsibility relegated 
almost entirely to women. Rare Is the working 
woman whose day at the office Is nol com- 
plemented by extra hours at home; outside 
employmenl does not substitute for household 
labor, but is simply added on lo her normal work 
t day. She does not exchange one Job for the other, 
jmd-ll paid help comes in. il Is the wife who 
details the duties' io be completed. 
.' If a wife works In Ihc labor force, her em* 
JTliloymcnt depends flrsl upon the schedule of her 
responsibilities at home, and second upon Iho 
availability ot suitable paid work. 
The- existence 



places special .emphasis upon _thc shoulders of 

men, whose duly it then becomes to support (as 
wives) those vast numbers of unemployed 
women. ... 

For as" present day American society has 
developed, there is a very real necessity In 
keeping women In the home. 

First, the home as a family center Is an Ideal 
basic unit — not only for the support and care... 
provided to children ond family members, but 
for the compact unll of consumption It offers. 
The American worker-producer is bound to 
consume mosl of what he produces, for obvious 
reasons. * 

The continued health of the economy depends 
upon the constant need to satisfy his material 
desires and upon his continued buylrig power (or 
Installment-plan power). The family unit is best 
supplied with consumable" goods by a full-time 
manager-buyer whose duties revolve around the 
activities dictated by economic supply and 
demand. 

Seconds women fulfill, these duties without 
pay. It is paradoxical lo note that when a man 
marries his housekeeper, he reduces the. . 
national Income, for the money he gives hls^Pirc 
Is no longer counted as wages. Even computing 
a salary based on minimum wage scales, the 
labor expended by women Is enormous, and 
payment for housework would Insure a~ 
nationwide rcdlstrlbutionof.wealth. 

U. S. Department of Agriculture research 
figures compiled In 1973 show that on unem- 
ployed mother of two. children aged G to 11 spent 
on the average 52 hours a week completing her 
" houscwi 



Applying a salary of $2.50 an hour for the 
wife's yearly total of hours worked (2.7M) 
amounts to an annual gross Income of $6,760. 
-Multiply this figure by the 32 million women 
who in 1073 gave home responsibilities. as the 
reason for not seeking outside employment, and 
the massive monetary addition of their labor lo 
the gross nallonal product for this single groilp 
ofhomemokcrsnlpne is $216.32 billion. 
- Third, it' is highly doubtful the present 
economy coul'd expand sufficiently to supply 
Jobs for all the uriemployi^jyomen who might 
wanl lo become part of the normal work force. 

A wartime economy has.ln the past been the 
only period which comes close to. utilizing the 
labor of many women, but even that emergency 
situation cannot fulfill ihc expectations of many 
and cannot be expected lo establish more than a 
temporary need for mosl of the newly created 



positions.

During periods of .recession or_ a v ( jghTlobor 
market, opportunities for women decrease, and 
"the cult or the home" appears to channel 
women out of public employmenl and back Inlo 
their kitchens, as happened alter World War II 
and during Ihe 1950s, 

The success or such efforts is almost certain, 
since no one seriously believes In the long-term 
committment of wnmen lo a career other than 
marrioge. 

Women's true place Is In the home, and em- 
ployment Ik a part-lime or temporary 
arrangement to be entered inlo In case of spec'lnl • 
or emergency situations, and career 
preparation Is viewed as a stop-gap measure 
"Just in case something happens and you have lo 
support yourself." 

Women as a group do not constitute a huge 
burden upon Ihe economy as an Idle, unem- 
ployed work force. They ore not unionized, they 
hove no political or economic leverage. They 
may spend great amounts of money, but they do 
not control it. 

"According I o popular belief, women's work, 
whether In the market place or In Ihe home. Is 
not worth a great deal. This altitude perpetuates 
the low value placed on her contribution, and 



, Lastly. Just os our economic society rests 
upon ihe unpuid'loter of Ihc wife and molhcr. 
the greater part of civic acllvily also depends 
upon a woman's generous nature and spirit of 
largesse. — 

Hundreds of thousands of women Volunteer 
untold and uncounted hours a year for such 
worthy acts of good will as volunteering for 
religious or charitable organizations, 
educational or fralcrnnl groups, various 
organizations related lo health and medical 
research — nol to mention pdlllical campaigns 
— the lisl is almost endless. 

To be sure. It Is all for a good cause, but the 
, Inter still remains, however professional, 
however competent and efficient, unpaid 
woman's work — completely, necessary, ao- . 
lively solicited, hul without marketplace value. 

Men make pledges and wrllc checks (which 
arc lax deductible) to fulfill their civic 
responsibilities, and women volunteer hours of 
later (whlchorenoltaxdeductlblc). . 

That Is the way the system has operated in the 
past, and as long as material gain outweighs the 
values of other morc'humnn qualities, women 
will continue lo be exploited as an available and 
pllanl source ofJatxuvond men will continue to 
boor the extra burden of their financial support.

significant Improvement of 
their conditions nt the end of a 
two-year period, four Mexico 
City researchers reported 
-.Thursday. 

.The report was delivered lo 
the American Association of 
Liver Diseases by Drs. G.I. 
Suarcz, D. Kershenoblch, M. 
Uribc and M. Rojklnd, oil of 
ihe Institute Naclonal de la 
Nutrlclon and Ccntro de 
Estudlos Avanzados. 

They reported on tests run 
over a two-year period on 28 
-persons affllcled-with-llver- 
clrrhosls. The 28 were divided 
Into two groups, one of which 
received colchicine treatment, 
the other group receiving a 
placebo. A one mlllgram 
dosage of colchicine, or. the 
placebo, was given five days of 
each week, wllh liver biopsies 
performed every six months. 

The researchers found thai 
after two years, patients who 
received colchicine showed no~ 
slgns of bleeding and all were 
alive, while of those who 
received the hormless sugar 
pills, two died of cirrhosis and 
symptoms remained In the 
survivors.

While. Graham and Roberts 
may be better known, they 
were not the first to tap the 
awesome power of TV. That 
precedent goes to Humbard. a 
fundamentalist preacher who 
had $C5 In his pocket when he 
landed his first TV show in 
Cleveland. Today. Humbard 
broadcasts from his 5.000-seat 
Cathedral of Tomorrow in 
Akron. Ohio. He is watched 
weekly by some 34 million 
people on over 400 stations 
around the world, far more 
than watch Johnny Carson. His 
annual TV budget: over $4 
million. 

"God laid on my heart a 
burden to stay In Akron lo 
huild a larne church and 
televise that church's services 
to every stale." says Hum- 
bard. "He olso laid it upon my 
heart to do a world-wide 
program. That's been our 
vision from the very begin-, 
ning. Our goal Is lo have the 
voice of this ministry heard 
anywhere on the face of the 
earth." 

But TV evangelism has be- 
come horrendous^ expensive. 
It costs up to 11,500 an hour to 
buy lime in such cities as Los 
Angeles and New York. Most 
of the evangelistic programs 
arc now produced by 
professional TV companies 
and feature large numbers of 
musicians and singing groups. 

"There Is just no comparison 
between today's shows and the 
ones wc saw a few years ago," 
says one TV executive. "They 
are hiring top sound and 
light Ing people and arc every 
bit as professional as Cher or 
All In the Family." 

The paradox is that while 
evangelism is on the upswing, 
church attendance is down 
across the country. Many 
clergymen are, In fact, 
lamenting the declining .In- 
fluence of (he churches and 
synagogues. A leading 
Presbyterian minister in New 



York says: "The city has 
largely abandoned religion 
and tor that reason will pay a 
terrible price." But a Denver 
priest says: "It's nol religion 
trial's being discarded.

When America feels 
threatened, It has always gone 
back Into its past. And that 
leads some people to the old- 
time religion." 

Some authorities say 
evange'lam -flourishes- d'iring 
recessions and depressions. 
Others discount the hard times 
theory and point to a national 
shift back (0 the old values. As 
one minister puts it: "People 
have tried all the fads and been 
lo the moon. They are hungry' 
now for straight, old- fashioned 
answers to their problems." 

It is generally agreed, 
however, that evangelism 
moves In 30-year cycles, 
sweeping in, fading out and 
then returning again. No doubt 
about it. it has rclurnd again. 

Will Herberg. the noted 
theologian from Drew 
University, points out: "There 
Is a rhythmic pattern to 
evangelism. It carries across 
the country.' goes away and 
comes back. There is a mass 
upsurge lately. Although each 
evangelist Is (liferent 
them do the same thing: Ihey 
articulate the uneasiness of 
people." 

Many liken Biocurrent mood 
to the early 1900s, when Billy 
Sunday triggered a nationwide 
movement. Many Sunday 
Imitators suddenly appeared 
on the scene. Sunday, the 
Chicago baseball player- 
lurncd-cvangelist, originated 
the flambouyont style used by 
many modern-day evangelists, 
"Come on, you miserable 
sinners, get down on, your 
knees," lie used lo say. "The 
devil has two strikes on you 
already." 

But Sunday. Almcc Scmplc 
McPherson and Father Divine 
did not have television. And 
more than anything. TV has 
become the magic key to 
evangelistic success today, 
Some 23 evangelists arc now 
syndicated on national TV, 
twice as many as 10 years ago. 
Several hundred are heard 
weekly on local radio. TV and 
radio not only allow 
evangelists to reach 
staggering numbers of people 
but have become electronic 
churches for millions. 

"It used to take years and 
years for an evangelist to get -a 



people arc turning away from 
organized ' religion and sear- 
ching for personal solutions lo 
Ihelr problems. Says Hum- ' 
bard: "I'm making my ser- 
mons more simple so the 
people can understand them." 
And Rev. Ike p oints out: 
"People donTv.*ant" , reIIgious 
doctrine and dogma. They 
want solutions to their 
problems. I convert people to 
believe In themselves. 1 don't 
convert people into any form of 
organized religion. Heaven 
and hell arc states of mind. 
-People arc beginning to realize— 



While business Is booming 
for most evangelists, some — 
including Humbard — have 
faced severe financial' 
problems recently. The 
escalating costs of television 
combined with tight money 
have clearly slowed the pace of 
expansion. Even Graham, who 
appears on prime-time 
television every three months, 
has turned cautious during the 
latest recession. "We are 
looking closer al our spending 
and culling back where we 
can," a Graham spokesman 
notes. 

If past evangelistic patterns 
hold, the current cvongellstic 
tide can be expected lo roll out 
in the 1980s. McLoughlln of 

JWirUrilversHy"ls"one ob- " 
server who believes It will. He 
finds that the country Is In "its 
fourth great religious 
awakening." The first was the 
Puritan Reform, led by. 
"Jonathan Edwards 1 1725-17551." 
This was followed by the Great 
Camp Meeting Revivals ( 1730- 
1820), which swept out of 
Kentucky and Tennessee; the 
Social Gospel Movcmenl ( 1B85- 
1915). which featured Dwlght 
Moody and Billy Sunday; and 
the current Evangelistic 
Crusades (1950-?), pioneered 
by Graham, Roberts and 
Humbard.
